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BEGIN SUMMARY. BECAUSE OF SOVIET INTEREST IN THE LACK 
OE A TERRITORIAL CLAUSE IN THE ECAJS FISHERIES 
AGREEMENT, THE ERG IS CONSIDERING DISCUSSING WITH THE 
COMMISSION THE POSSIBILITY OP AN EXCHANGE OP LETTERS 
BETWEEN THE EC AND THE US. SUCH AN EXCHANGE, IN 
THE ERG VIEW, MIGHT CONFIRM THE UNDERSTANDING OP BOTH 
SIDES THAT THE AGREEMENT COVERED THE NORMAL AREA OP 
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APPLICABILITY (I.E., BERLIN). END SUMMARY. 

1 . DURING THE MARCH 22 BONN GROUP DISCUSSION OF EC 
EISHERIES NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE USSR, POLAND, AND THE 
GDR, DISCUSSION RETURNED TO THE FACT THAT THE SOVIETS 
HAD INDIRECTLY REPUTED THE EC CONTENTION THAT 
TERRITORIAL CLAUSES (WHICH COVERED BERLIN) WERE 
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STANDARD IN ALL EC AGREEMENTS BY POINTING OUT THAT THERE 
WAS NO SUCH CLAUSE IN THE EC-US GIFA (PARA 7, REF D). 

US REP SAID HE UNDERSTOOD A SOVIET OFFICIAL HAD ALSO 
APPROACHED EMBASSY BRUSSELS TO ASK ABOUT THE ABSENCE OF 
A TERRITORIAL CLAUSE IN THAT AGREEMENT. 

2. ERG REP (HENZE) STATED THAT, WHILE THE ANSWER 
GIVEN THE SOVIETS BY THE EC WAS TECHNICALLY 
CORRECT - THAT THE EC/US GIFA WAS NOT 
RECIPROCAL AND APPLIED ONLY TO US WATERS, HENCE THE 
TERRITORIAL CLAUSE WAS NOT ESSENTIAL - IN POINT OF 
FACT FAILURE TO INCLUDE A CLAUSE COVERING BERLIN WAS 
AN OVERSIGHT WHICH THE FRG REGRETTED. FRENCH REP 
(BOISSIEU) SUGGESTED THAT THE OVERSIGHT BE CORRECTED 
AND WONDERED WHETHER THERE MIGHT NOT BE AN EXCHANGE OF 
LETTERS BETWEEN THE EC AND THE US CONFIRMING THE UNDER- 
STANDING OF BOTH SIDES THAT BERLIN WAS INCLUDED IN 
THE AGREEMENT. 

2. ON MARCH 23 HENZE INFORMED US THAT HE HAD DISCUSSED 
THE MATTER FURTHER WITH EC EXPERTS IN THE FOREIGN 
OFFICE. THE FOREIGN OFFICE AGREED THAT CORRECTIVE 
STEPS SHOULD BE ATTEMPTED AND WOULD BE INSTRUCTING 
THE FRG MISSION IN BRUSSELS TO DISCUSS THE MATTER WITH 
LEGAL EXPERTS AT THE COMMISSION. THEY WILL APPARENTLY 
EXPLORE THE POSSIBILITY OF AN EXCHANGE WITH THE US 
WHICH WOULD IN EFFECT MAKE UP FOR THE MISSING 
TERRITORIAL CLAUSE. 
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3. COMMENT: THERE ARE ARGUMENTS BOTH FOR AND AGAINST 
SUCH AN UNDERTAKING. THE REASONS FOR CORRECTING THE 
RECORD AT THIS POINT WOULD BE TRANSPARENT TO THE 
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SOVIETS. ALSO, OUR READING OE THE US/EC GIEA MAKES 
IT DIEEICULT TO SEE HOW A STANDARD TERRITORIAL CLAUSE 
COULD HAVE BEEN EITTED IN, EVEN IF IT HAD BEEN THOUGHT OF 
IN THE COURSE OF THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

4. ON THE OTHER HAND, IF THERE WERE AN INFORMAL 
EXCHANGE OF LETTERS OF THE SORT THE ERENCH AND FRG 
REPS ARE CONSIDERING, THE SOVIETS COULD BE TOLD, IE 
THEY CITE THE US/EC AGREEMENT AS A PRECEDENT FOR 
OPPOSING THE TERRITORIAL CLAUSE, THAT BOTH 

PARTIES HAD CONEIRMED IN WRITING THEIR UNDERSTANDING 
THAT THE AGREEMENT APPLIED ON THE EC SIDE TO THE 
NORMAL AREA OE APPLICABILITY OF EC AGREEMENTS. HAVING 
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SUCH A WRITTEN EXCHANGE, IE MODALITIES COULD BE WORKED 
OUT, WOULD ALSO BE CONSISTENT WITH THE LONGSTANDING 
ALLIED EEFORTS TO ASSURE THAT BERLIN IS INCLUDED EULLY 
IN EC MATTERS. 

5. WE HAVE NO SPECIFIC RECOMMENDATIONS TO MAKE AT THIS 
POINT AND BELIEVE THE INITIATIVE SHOULD BE LEFT FOR 
NOW WITH THE ERG AND THE EC. ONE POSSIBILITY THAT COMES 
TO MIND WOULD BE THAT A REEERENCE TO THE AREA OE 
APPLICABILITY MIGHT BE INCLUDED IN THE PENDING EXCHANGE 
OE NOTES DISCUSSED IN REFTEL (A). 
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
